At the Aati-Slavery conference held at Manches- 
ter, on che Ist August, 1854, the Rev. W. Guest, of 
Leeds, took occasion [we speak from the published 
zeport of the proceedings] to make “some strong 
remarks of reprobation of the practice of the Amer- 


fiean Anti-Slavery Society, in hoiding its meetings | 


upon tlie Sabbath, which he considered to be 
‘a violation of the principles of Christian chur- 
cues, and a contravention of the public feeling.” 
This called upMr.GeorgeThompson in defence of the 
ractice; which in turn called up the chairman, 
r. Absalom Watkins, ‘‘to express his sorrow and 
regret that any of the American abolitionists 
ehould spend the Sabbath in the way which has 
been described.” Mr. Parker Pillsbury, of Boston 
Massachusetts, was one of the most effective speak- 
ers at the Conference. In speaking of him and of 


hie services, Mr, Thompson said :—** When he com-|! 
pared what he had done in this country, or sought 


to do, or offered to sacrifice, or actually suffered, 
with what such men had done in America, our 
poor feather-bed efforts in the cause of philanthro- 
pby seemed to dwindle into insignificance by the 
side cf that gentleman’s incessant, never tiring, 
and yet—except through the blessing of the slave 
upon hin—unrewarded services.” Mr. Pillsbury 
is now in Scotland, and he has placed in our hands 
a letter which he has just received form Rev. S. 
May, whom he describes as a gentleman in Boston. 
Massachusetts, of the highest social and moral 
worth.” From this letter we have been requested 
by Mr. Pillsbury to publish Mr. May’s defense of 
the practice to which allusion has been made; and, 
without reference to its propriety or impropriety, 
itv lawfulness or unlawfulness, we can have no hes- 
itation in complying with the request of this dis- 
tinguished American gentlemen, 


TIE QUESTION STATED BY REV. SAMUEL MAY. 


“Before I leave the topic of the Manchester Con- 
ference, I want to say a few words un the Sunday 
question, 88 introduced into that meeting—[the 
lateanti-slarery meeting in Manchester.} I have 
seen no account of what was said upon it except 
in Mr. Farmer's Ictters to the Liberator. With all 
deference to our most worthy and faithful friend, 

Mr, George Thompson, I think be made a very 

lame defence for us with regard to a practice for 

which, instead of ever apologising, we consider we 
hare a special justification. When I read Mr. 

Farmer's letter, it appeared to me that one of the 
grandest opportunities was given, and suffered to 
£0 by umimproved, of defending the essential 
Christianily of the anti-sl.very movement that 
could be desired. The exception taken to our use 
of that day, in the presence, too, of that large and 
intelligent audience, seemed abs. lutely to demand 
areply; and the tone of apology in which G. T. 
rpoke, appeared to me rather to admit the ground 
of censure than otherwise. Surely, if the anti- 
slavery cause lacks any element of suitableness fur 
the most sacred time that ever the common Father 
of all men made and gave to his children—I am 
wholly ata loss to know what itis. If it be not 
a far better use of the day to employ it in consid- 
ering the slave’s righ's, and his sufferings and 
wrongsand our duties ia relation to him, than it is 
to spend it as the day is usually spent by the 
ministers and congregations of our land—ninety 
nine hundredths of whom are pro-slicery, either 
by open justitication, by direct participancy and 
complicity, or by silent consent—then let it be 
shown, by our enemies, wherein the latter use is to 
be preferred to the furmer. We maintain that the 
former appropriation of the day is unspeakably 
higher, more religious, and more in accordance 
With the mind of Christ, and with his own exam- 
ple. And would our English anti-slavery friends 
doom us to go to these pro-slavery churches all 
about us, and acceptin silence the doctrines there 
inculeated upon us? Or would they have us sit in 
idleness and solitude on that day, abandoning its 

ours, and the glorious opportunities they afford, 
of disseminating light and truth, of inculeating 

essons of humanity, and of fidelity to conscience 
and God's higher faw, to the sole use of men who 
will employ those hours only for time-serving or 
devil-serving. We say, no: we maintain our right 
to use the hours of the Sunday to preach the gospel 
of deliverance to the captive—those self-same ‘good 
tidings’ which Jesus declares, at the outset of his 
that the Spirit of God especially commis- 
ied ‘m to declare; and not merely our right

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—and to do what we may to make up for their ney 
lect and treachery. r Sunday meetings, as yor 
well know, are ever simple, selemn, and decorous 

and such truths are uttered there that we can truly 
say, ‘the common people hear jthem gladly.’ We 
challenge any candid witness to point out anything 
in our use of theday, to which any person could 
object, save those who belong to pro-slavery church- 
jes or pro-slavery parties, whose craft is endanger- 
ed by the truth spoken at the anti-slavery meetings. 
They are meetings for true worship, meetings in 
| which the name, the law, and the authority of the 
|Most High God are recognised truly recognised ; 
/not by a mere lip-service, but in practice and by 
earnest exhortation to others to know and to do 
His will, rather to yield obedience to the corrupt 
and wisked laws which men may make, and strive 
to impose. I could write long on this topic, 
but to you it is unnecessary. Our English friends, 
however, should know our position, and judge us 
rightly.”

This gum, tor which I propose the name of gum 
meazquite, is believed to occur in inexhaustible 
quantities, and will no doubt prove a valuable 
source of revenue to the State of Texas, New Mex- 
ico, and the adjacent Indian territory, besides af- 
fording employment to the different Indian tribes 
now roving upon the slains, many of whom would 
no doubt be glad to gather and deliver it to the 
different frontier posts fur a very small compensa- 
tlon. 

The mezquite tree from which this gum is ob- 
tained is by fur the most abundant tree of the 
plains, covering theusauds of miles of the surface, 
and always flourishing most luxuriantly in elevat- 
ed and dry regions, The gum exudes spontane- 
vusly ina semi-fluid state from the bark of the 
trunk and branches, and soon hardens by exposure 
to the atmosphere, forming more or less rounded 
and variously-colored masses, weighirg each from 
afew grains to reveral ounces. These soon bleach 
‘and whiten upon exposure to the sun, finally Le- 
jcoming nearly oak 
ten filled with minute fissures. Specimens collect- 
‘ed from the trunks of the trees were generally 
found to Le less pure and more highly colored than 
when obtained from the branches.
